And becauſe one 
Gio is univerſally owned, all Proteſtati- 
ons ſhould be taken under that fingle 
Name, without any other addition;

ſuch mental reſervations as the Prieſts, no 
leſſe then the Grandees have too long a- 
buſed the world withall.

Not that a practice of holy Duties can 
poſſibly be more the reaſon of Falſbood in 
the one, than Profaneſſe, of Truth in the 
other; Bat having made themſel ves more
